This message, which the Governor 
himself read to the Legislature, re- 
lated only to development of power 
on the St. Lawrence and did not 
mention other water power proper- 
ties of the State. It recommended 
the building of a dam across the 
river, the construction of the plant, 
its operation and permanent physical 
possession by the State. 

Transmission of the hydroelectric 
energy to the ultimate consumer over 
a system of privately owned lines 
was recommended with transmis- 
sion under State auspices urged 
only as a last resort if private 
transmission should not work out 
acceptably.

Arms and Naval Meetings Held 
.at Same Time Rouses-Alarm. 
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FRANCO-GERMANAMITY SEEN

late tonight. 

The obvious assumption that it is

to go on at Geneva during the 
Preparatory Commission’s next ses 
sion, and they are ‘not likely to par- 
ticipate otherwise. Least of all is 
France likely to attend the parley if 
it is held in London; where they 
feel the atmosphere to be unfavor- 
able to them. 

Moreover, they consider it un- 
politic to accept London as the site 
of the conference in view of Labor’s 
manifest intention to reopen the 
trained reserve question eventually, 
as shown by Lord Cecil’s proposed 
resolution, and the attitude toward 
an entente cordiale that Philip Snow- 
den, Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
showed at The Hague. 


Intrigues Behind Scenes. 


‘Wires are undoubtedly being pulled 
here to have the Preparatory Com- 
mission convoked at or near the 
time proposed for the five-power 
parley, and behind the scenes the 
manoeuvres here are coming to be 
very intricate. Thus the French to- 
night let it be understood that the

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FINDS FLAW IN TARIFF BILL. 


Merchants’ Association Says Clause 
Affecting Losses Nullifies Itself, 


The Merchants’ Association has 
found in Section 563 of the pending 
tariff bill a clause which virtually 
nullifies the section, according to a 
letter sent to Frahcis Eble, Commis- 
sioner of Customs, in Washington, 
and made public here yesterday by 
the association. 

Section 563, officials of the asso- 
ciation point out, authorizes the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury to make abate- 
ment or refund of. duties paid on. 
goods lost or injured while in cus- 
toms custody. Such losses, they as- 
sert, are considerable, since it is im- 

ssible for such a large organiza- 

on as the customs service to guard 
entirely against thefts, fires and 
other forms of loss. However, the 
section reads that no refund shall be 
made “‘in any case after the expira- 
tion of twenty-four hours after the 
issuance of a permit for the removal 
of such merc se from the cus- 
tody of the officers of the customs.”’ 
“Merchandise is entered at the 
Custom House,’’ the letter continues, 
“immediately after the vessel has 
made entry. Permit for delivery of 
the goods—in the case of consump- 
tion entry—is issued at the time such 
entry is made and estimated duties 
paid. It rarely. occurs that all the 
merchandise can be removed from 
the dock within twenty-four hours.’’ 
With respect’ to. merchandise en- 
tered for warehouse, the letter con- 
tinues, the situation is worse, It is 
common and legitimate’ practice, it 
says, for importers to pay duty on a 
portion of the merchandise and im- 
mediately obtain a permit for its de- 
livery, lodge it with the storekeeper 
in charge of the bonded ehouse 
and then withdraw the zg as they 
may elect, the withdrawals extending 
over a period up to three years.

This was admittedly good policy

As for his business, Mr. Shearer 
never pretended to be other than a 
protagonist of a big American navy. 
Although he did not wear the badge 
of his- employers openly, no corre- 
spondent in Geneva during the tri- 
power conference had the slightest 
doubt that he was in the pay of 
the sort of people against whom, he 
has now instituted suit. 


Was Silent as to His Funds. 


In justice to Mr. Skearer, it should 
be stated that he never posed as a 
purely patriotic American who con- 
ceived it his duty to spend his per- 
sonal fortune in Geneva in attain- 
ing his objective. But he was silent 
as to his sources of revenue, and to 
one journalistic inquirer on the sub- 
ject he replied that it wasn’t any- 
body’s business. 

As an author,: Mr. Shearer, who 
was accompanied by his wife and 
daughter, kept the latter busy at a 
typewriter for hours every day pre- 
paring comprehensive aides-memoires 
which he supplied to the press every 
morning bright and early before the 
conference began. : 

The first day of the conference, 
when the proposals of the three pow- 
ers were first submitted for public 
consideration, Mr. Shearer managed 
to obtain a seat in the famous Glass 
Room of the League Secretariat, 
where the meeting was held—itself 
no mean feat—where he was able 
to make copious notes of the sesgion.

More are making use of these banks 
this year than ever before.”

FIGURES 600 YEARS OLD 





Group Is Unsurpasse In Quality, 
Dr. Robinson Declares—Only 
Two Others Are as Large. 


A rare group of figures in Chinese 
cloisonné enamel, rivaled by only two 
similar collections in this country, 
has been acquired by the Metropol- 
itan Museum of Art, according to an 
announcement yesterday by Dr. Ed- 
ward Robinson, director of the mu- 
seum., The collection, consisting of 
100 pieces, forms the only exhibition 
of Chinese cloisonné enamels at the 
museum, It is the gift of Edward 
G. Kennedy, art collector. 

Among the delicately carved fig- 
‘ures are several pieces which are 
i nearly six centuries old, being attrib- 
uted by art collectors as belonging to 

the Wan Li Period. Of the collec- 
|tion, two are bronzes and one porce- 
lain; the remaining ninety-seven are 
pure examples of Chinese cloisonne 
enamel. 

“Mr. Kennedy’s kind gift marks an 
unusually notable acquisition for the 
museum and one of the most signif- 
icant which we have made during 
the year,”? Dr. Robinson said. “‘Only 
two other groups in this country are 
as large, and no collection in the 
United States surpasses it in quality.” 


Priest’s Figure in Group. 





is an example of the K’ang Hsi Pe- 
riod, a Thibetan figure representing 
the Buddhist reformer and priest, 
Ts’on-k'a-pa, who lived in the latter 
part of the fourteenth century. The 
figure is seated on a lotus throne. 
The face, arms, hands and feet are 
richly gilded, the robe is of yellow 
enamel, with scarf and accessory 
folds of red, blue and green. The 
vellow pointed cap was a distinguish- 
ing mark of the Ge-lug-pa sect, which 
was founded by T's’on-k’a-pa. : 

A bowl regarded as one of the best 
examples of Chinese craftsmanship 
in cloisonné enamel is among the col- 
lection. It has for its motif the 
‘“Source of Existence.’’ This motif 
jand the conventional crane motif re- 
‘garded as an emblem of longevity 
and the eight symbols of Buddhism 
;are worked out in the five colors 
‘which represent the five elements. 
Fire is represented by red; wood, by

relinquished. Most American visi- 
tors had been received in his big 
study at the Chigi Palace. 

Today the Premier presided at the 
sixth national council of the war 
veterans’ assoéciation.

In his speech to the former service 
men, the Premier said, ‘“‘I say to ago 
that my presence here has a clear 
significance. It expresses all my 
profound sympathy and tells you 
that today Fascism and Combatten- 
tismo (the veterans’ movement) are 
two bodies with a single head, but 
tomorrow, in the day of trial, Fas- 
cismo and Combattentismo will have 
one body and one soul.”’ 

Mussolini distributed diplomas to

It was the culmination 
of a whole week given over to cele- 
brating the 100th anniversary of the 
emancipation which restored political 
and civil rights to Roman Catholics

A century and a half ago the same 
streets over which today’s procession 
passed were the scene of a monster 
anti-Catholic demonstration which 
ended in rioting and the burning of 
many Catholic homes. Today dense 
crowds lined the curbs, watching the 
line of marchers who had come, like 
a pilgrim host, from all corners of 
England, especially from Catholic 
cen in Landnehire. 

They walked four abreast, each 
marcher wearing a double cross tied 
with the papal colors. No bands, no 
banners, no — —nothing for an 
hour and a ut thousands of 
pairs of feet. 

The only splash of color came half 
way along in the great procession, 
where a line of priests marched, 
forming the largest public gathering 
of Catholic clergy in religious dress 
ever seen in London. 

ih clergymen wore cassocks 
and surplices. Friars and monks 
wore the habits of their orders— 
there were the Carmelites, or white 
friars; Dominicans, or black friars; 
Franciscans in dark brown robes 
and Benedictines, Augustinians and 
Jesuits in black. 

When all the marchers had crowded 
into the cathedral grounds, Cardinal 
Bourne gave the Pontifical bene- 
diction of the Blessed Sacrament.

BERLIN, Sept. 15.—Sufficient evi- 
dence has been obtained, in the opin- 
ion of the police, against thirty of 
the two score suspects detained in 
connection with recent bombing plots 
to warrant indictments, and all of 
the incriminated men are to be 
brought to trial at once.

Mr. Marshall. 

‘‘Millions are mourning the decease 
of that gracious, gentle, fragant 
natured, brotherly helper of human- 
ity and believer in the Father-God, 
Louis Marshall,’”’ said Dr. Reisner. 
*“‘He honored me with his friendship 
and left in my heart a blessed influ- 
ence which will never be lost. He 
has demonstrated anew that Jew, 
Roman Catholic and Protestant wor- 
ship the same God, for none of them 
grows more beautiful souls. One of 
his chief benefactions was a Christian 
school, Syracuse University, whose 
Chancellor, a Methodist preacher, C.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 15.—A sur- 
veys made by the United States Bu- 
reau of Education and made public 
today.shows that there are fifteen 
separate and independent boards 
and foundations dispensing funds for 
the promotion of education in the 
United States in addition to the reg- 
ular Federal and State school boards. 

The: General Education Board, 
from its foundation in 1902 to June 
20, 1928, appropriated $17,487,062.74. 
Of this sum $12,462.000 represents 
appropriations. from the principal 
and $5,025,062.74 from income. 

The Rockefeller Foundation for 
1927 disbursed from income and cap- 
ital for medical education alone 
$4,097,343. The Laura Spelman Rocke- 
feller Memorial during 1928 appro- 
priated $38,082,058.34 for educational, 
scientific and charitable purposes 
and contingencies. On Jan. 3, 1929, 
the Laura Spélman Rockefeller Me- 
morial was. consolidated with the 
Rockefeller’ Foundation. ; 

Outlay @f ‘Carnegie Endowments. 

The Carnegie Corporation of New 
York. authorized appropriations of 
$2,041,250 for the fiscal year for li- 
brary service, adult education, the 
arts, educational studies, research, 
publications and general interests. 

The Carnegie Foundation for the 
Advancement of Teaching in the 
year ended June 30, 1927, appropri- 
ated $2,685,025.26 for age: allow- 
ances and pensions in institutions 
and for individuals, for pension 
studies, administration and publica- 
tions, and $1,501,349.35 for studies of 
legal and dental education, graduate 
instruction, other studies and college 
athletics.

A person may take in any one day 
during the open season twenty-five 
ducks in the aggregate of all kinds, 
eight geese in the aggregate of all 
kinds and eight brant. 

The season for Wilson snipe or 
jacksnipe will open throughout the 
State. except on Long Island, on 
Sept. 24, and continue until Jan. 7. 
On Long Island it will open on. Oct. 
16 and continue until Jan. 31. The 
bag limit is not to exceed twenty 
p plage snipe or jacksnipe in one 

ay. 

The season on coot will also open 
on Sept. 24 and continue until Jan. 
7, and birds may be legally pos- 
sessed from Sept. 24 to Jan. 17, ex- 
cept on Long Island, where the sea- 
son will open on Oct. 16 and con- 
tinue until Jan. 31, and birds may 
be possessed from Oct. 16 to Feb.

VOIDS $25,000 VERDICT.

Industrial’ groups covered by the 
report showed a substantial gain in 
employment, these including manu- 
facturing, mining, quarrying, public 
utilities, trade, hotels and canning. 
Retail trade failed to show a gain, 
employment in this group falling off 
fractionally. 

The statement was based upon re- 
ports by 32,192 establishments hav- 
ing 5,103,131 employes during the 
month. Their combined payrolls in 
one week’ totaling’ $138;531;196. 

Employment in manufacturing in- 
dustries increased 0.4 per cent in 
August.as compared with July, while 
payroll totals increased 4 per cent. 


August employment stood at a con- 
siderably higher level in 1929 than .» 
any year since 1923, a year of great 
manufacturing activity, with one \ex- 
ception, August, 1926, when employ- 
ment was on a par with 1929. Pay- 
roll totals in August, 1929, made a 
greater gain over July than in any 
heared for which the bureau has rec- 
ords.

crowd saw the match was over and 
there was no prospect of a continu- 
ance, Castanos’ was led from the ring 
to the accompaniment of a hail of 
cushions and numerous other,.fortun- 
ately, light missiles,:and police had 
to escort him to his dressing room. 
Wills publicly ridiculed the- idea that 
his action Was ‘anything but acci- 
dental and he challenged Castanos to 
another fight. Opinion was general 
that another meeting will materialize 
between them. 


‘Wills in Good Shape. 


The preliminaries of the program, 
which were witnessed by close to 


30,000 fans, weré good'and everything 
seemed set for a’ good wake between 
Wills and Castanos. Wills, the first 
to enter the ring, looked in excellent. 
shape. Earlier in the afternoon he 
was chary about his chances, in view 
of the fact that his opponent was un- 
known to him.

‘Sports of the Times 
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By JOHN KIERAN. 


HE ball players seem to feel that Earnshaw is 
Gonnie Mack’s best bet against the Cubs. He’s a 
right-hander and all the Cub regulars except 

Butch Grimm swing from that side of the plate. The 
general impression is that the Cubs are rough on left- 
handers. They are. But there are left-handers and 
left-handers. ‘Messrs. Grove and Walberg are not the 
ordinary type. 

There is the further point that the Cubs didn’t get 
where they are by whacking left-handers all over the 
lots. There aren’t that many southpaw pitchers avail- 
able as victims. McCarthy’s men had to hammer a 
number of right-handers from time to time and they 
did it with avidity, not to speak of enthusiasm. 

Early in the season Jack Hendricks of the Reds said 
impressively: ‘‘I don’t know. who'll win the pennant, 


but I know who.won’t, and that’s the Cubs. Too 


much right-handed side-arm pitching in this league for 
‘them.’’ Well, Jack was as far wrong about the Cubs 
as he was about the Reds. Right-handers hampered 
the Cubs early in the season, but when McCarthy got 
his catching situation straightened out and Rogers 
Hornsby tuned up his bludgeon, the Cubs didn’t 
worry about any pitching except their own. 


Fast Ball Flingers. 


It’s odd to find so much disagreement among the 
players on the subject of the speed of the Philadelphia 
pitchers. Some will tell you that Robert Mose @rove 
has as much steam as the eminent Rube Waddell, 
though few of them ever saw Rube Waddell. They 
simply take it for granted that no human could buzz 
a ball in there any faster than Robert Mose does on 
occasions. 

Others say that Rube Walberg can rip them over the 
plate and around the corners as fast as Grove and 
keep at it longer. Still others vote for George Earn- 
shaw. These boys are fast, no doubt, but Guy Bush 
of the Cubs can get a ball up to the plate in less than 
half an hour and Perce Lay Malone was never pub- 
licly rebuked by an umpire for delaying the game 
with slow balls. 

Waite Hoyt of the Yankees was once rated among 
the leading fast ball pitchers, but the ullulating under- 
taker slipped from top form this season. Big Ed 
Morris of the Red Sox is entitled to a license as a fast 
ball pitcher and George Pipgras took out his first 
papers in that class two years ago. 

Larry Benton is a fast ball pitcher whose speed 
It merely got 
the ball to the bat just that much faster. Dazzy 
Vance has had a sour season, too, but when fast ball 
pitchers are being nominated nobody can shove ve 
old Dazzler out of the picture entirely. 


A Left-Handed Debate. 


‘Old Tom York, veteran of the early days of the Na- 
tional League, remarked récently that the outfield he 
played with at Providence in the ’80s was the only all- 
around left-handed big league outfield he ever saw. 
All three regulars batted and threw left-handed. 

Casual inquiry in big league dugouts led to the dis- 
covery that nobody could recall a similar big league 
outfield off-hand. There may have been another stich 
outfield, but somebody will have to rack his memory 
to furnish the details or go digging in the records. 


The nearest approach among teams of today fs the 
regular outfield of the Brooklyn Robins. . Bressler, 
Frederick and Herman are left-handed throwers and 
Frederick and Herman are left-handed hitters. But 
Bressler is a right-handed hitter. That breaks the 
spell, There’s no reason why Bressler should hit right- 
handed exeept that he started out in life as a left- 
handed pitcher and left-handed pitchers are expected 
to do queer things. 

A Disappearing Tribe. 

It was Ray Schalk who was watching batting prac 
tice at the Polo Grounds before the Giants went West 
and whe remarked: 

‘You don’t see any more turn-over hitters. Wonder 
what’s become of them. The style must be going 
out.” 

Maybe so. Tite fate of nations doesn’t hang on the 
matter of turn-over hitters, but it is odd@,-as Schalk 
remarked, that there are so few of them around these 
a@ays. The Giants once had two famous turn-over 
hitters in Frank Frisch and Dave Bancroft. They still 
have Carl Hubbell, who turns over but. doesn’t hit. 
The Yanks have one real turn-over hitter in Mark 
Koenig, one fancy turn-over hitter in Herb Pennock 
and one experimental turn-over hitter in Leo Du- 
rocher. It was Manager Huggins who turned Leo 
over. Left to himself, Leo would hit right-handed if 
at ail, 

Frisch and Bancroft are the foremost Nationa! 
League hitters who switch sides at the plate. In the 
American League the noteworthy switch hitters are, 
in addition to the Yankees just mentioned, Wally 
Schang, Lu Blue, Bill Hunnefield and Pinky Hargrave. 
That about completes the list except for a few pitchers 
who indulge in the luxurious gesture of striking out 
on both sides of the plate. 


Not Up to Form. 


Speaking of hitters, Rogers Hornsby has been up 
among the leaders since the weather turned warm in 
July, buf, by comparison, the Royal Rajah isn’t up to 
his real form. If he weré, he would bé out in front 
of the batting parade. For a time, at least, the big 
fellow from Winters, Texas, was easily the best right- 
hand hitter in baseball and one of the best the game 
ever saw. 

You can find the names of other players grouped 
around his in the averages now, which means either 
that Hornsby has slipped a little. or the other boys 
have crept up on him. It’s true that the men who 
have been leading him in the National League are 
left-handed hitters and they are supposed to have 
some small advantage over right-hand hitters, but 
that's a minor detail. On recent returns, four of the 
fiye leading hitters in the American League ‘were 
right-handed hitters. 

So it can’t be that. It’s just that Hornsby, who 
takes some time to get his big bludgeon working in 
form, got off to a slower start than usual this year. 
He won't have time to overhaul Lefty O’Doul now, 
and any time that Hornsby doesn’t win the batting 
championship of his league it can be chalked up as 
eomething of an off-year for him. 

However, his transfer to Chicago clinched the pen- 
nant for tae Cubs. Perhaps that’s enough glory for

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CONFIDENTIAL POSITIONS. 

Through its president, Mr. GEORGE 
MCANENY, the National Civil Ser- 
vice Reform League has suggested 
to the Attorney General that he ask 
the President to modify by Executive 
Order the Civil Service rule provid- 
ing in part that positions in the De- 
partment of Justice “ confidential in 
their character” be exempt from 
competitive examination. The cor- 
respondence is published this morn- 
ing. In July Assistant Attorney 
General SissON in behalf of Mr. 
MITCHELL wrote that such modi- 
fication “would not be in the best 
“interests of the administration of 
“the department.” . In August, af- 
ter further representations by Mr. 
MCANENY, the positive denial was 
mollified into a promise to consider 
the views of the league. : ; 

‘The list of “ confidential ” appoint- 

' ments in the department for the year 
July 1, 1928, to June 30, 1929, is in- 
teresting. Indeed, it is amusing in 
some respects, Doybtless the lat- 

ter quality is largely derived from 
the old-fashioned traditions of Mr. 
MITCHELL’S predecessor. A laborer 
is“ confidential.” So are a trans- 
lator, typist, printing-and-binding 
clerk, telephone operator, divers 
stenographers, file clerk, part-time 
dentist, messenger, messenger boy 
and so on.-.An unfeeling world can’t 
but surmise that “ corifidential ” may 
have come to mean “ political.”

*|the Court can be given in secret. 


Whenever one is asked for, all the 
governments will be immediately in- 
formed about it. Should the United 
States say that it is interested, 
neither the Court nor the Council 
could proceed until the matter was 
cleared up by discussion. At every 
other point the objections raised by 
the Senate appear to have. been 
completely removed by the new 
formula which Mr. Root worked out 
and which the Assembly of the 
League has now declared to be 
entirely satisfactomy. 

It is more than three years since 
the Senate, by a vote of 76 to 17, 
agreed to have the United States 
join the World Court, on condition 
that certain reservations were ac- 
cepted. All of them have now vir- 
tually been accepted. If they were 
put forward honestly by the Senate, 
it is the honest thing to admit that 
the other nations have come over. to 
our position, and that the case is 
closed.

Only let “ giant 
power” be put at the farmer’s elbow 
or delivered to the citizen’s switch, 
and light and energy will be so 
cheap that the millennium will be 
just around the corner. So runs the 
familiar argument. Those who have 
fallen under its spell, particularly as 
applied to this metropolis, should 
read the chapter on water power in 
HAROLD MOULTON’S ‘book on the St. 
Lawrence, just published by the In- 
stitute of Economics. He figures the 
cost of the necessary transmission 
lines alone at $85,000,000, and calcu- 
lates that it would cost $9,750,000 a 
year to generate and deliver in New 
York current from which the maxi- 
mum -.possible , revenue. would be 
$8,444,000. 

Mr. MOULTON’s capital cost esti- 
mates may be too high, particularly 
for the Federal project which he is 
discussing, where improvement of 
navigation would share the burden 
with the development of power. But 
they must give pause to the mil- 
lenniumists hereabouts. For a long 
time to come they are likely to be 
served by steam plants. Thene is, 
however, another way of marketing 
St. Lawrence power, which would 
substitute for the old notion of 
transmission to a single metropoli- 
tan market, distribution to various 
localities through interconnection 
with a general power system. That 
would not have been practicable in 





the days of isolated plants. In time 
it may be possible as a result of the 
consolidations lately consummated. 
But the political barrier remains. 
Ang when St. Lawrence power does 
flow over the wires the benefit, as 
Mr. OWEN YOUNG has* pointed out, 
is likely to lie more in dependability 
and, coal conservation than in cut 
rates for electric current.

Valuable not only in itself but as 
an indication of the increasing rec- 
ognition of the importance of a pa- 
tient’s mental condition is the two 
weeks’ course of study of nervous 
factors in disease just announced by 
the New York Academy of Medicine. 
Many doctors, leaders in the profes- 
sion and general practitioners in the 
ranks as well, realize that their pa- 
tients are not making the improve- 
ment warranted by treatment. be- 
cause of some emotional distur- 
bance. Formerly most doctors felt 
that it was not their business to in- 
terfere in matters closely touching 
the private life of the patient, par- 
ticularly-when they had no obvious 
medical interest. Now, as Dr. WIL- 
LIAMS, director of the academy, 
says: “Modern medicine is coming 
‘‘to emphasize the need for the phy- 
‘sician to bear constantly in mind 
“that the whole patient is sick; not 
“ merely the heart or the liver.” 

Beginning Oct. 7, the academy 
will offer without charge to medi- 


physicians a series of lectures by 
distinguished authorities on the re- 
lation of the mind to numerous ail- 
ments.

BYRD’S SECOND SUMMER. 

With the sun now above the hori- 
zon, Little America is busy with 
preparations to put more of Antarc- 
tica on the map and to make a sci- 
entific survey of its natural fea- 
tures. The paraphernalia of explo- 
ration has been overhauled and 
everybody is hard at work to get it 
ready for the great adventures of 
the cbming Summer. Suitable equip- 
ment many polar expeditions have 
lacked. “While Antarctic ‘explora- 
tion,” says J. GORDON HAYES, “ can- 
“not be considered safe, its risks in 
“the future need not be as great as 
“they have been in the last two 
“ decades.” Commander BYRD has a 
great advantage in the use of mod- 
ern airplanes and a staff of expert 
pilots for geographical discovery. 
Nothing is more characteristic of 
him than his. thoroughness. in pre- 
paring for contingencies. 

The second Summer, which will 
begin late in November, promises 
discoveries far more important than 
those reported in June, the result of 
several flights in January and Feb- 
ruary of this year. Flying beyond 
the Scott Nunataks, mountains to 
which the mame, was given of the 
Rockefeller Range were sighted. 
Eastward of it other high moun- 
tains were found. Beyond the one 
hundred and fiftieth meridian an 
extensive territory was seen and 
named Maria Byrd Land. It is to be 
surveyed in the coming Antarctic 
Summer. An aerial survey was 
made of the Bay of Whales as far 
east as Halflood Bay. “A very 
conservative estimate,” said Com- 
mander ByrD, “ shows that we have 
“seen at least 20,000 square miles 
“of hitherto unknown Antarctic 
“ae areas.” 

Geological work with dog-sleds 
under Professor GOULD is to begin 
about the middle of October. His 
first objective will be the Queen 
Maude Range, on the edge of the 
polar plateau. In the same month 
bases will be laid south in support 
of a flight to the South Pole by the 
leader. of the expedition. This may 
be made as early as Dec. 1, when 
the weather should be settled. It 
will 
daring adventure. The risk of the 
loss of a plane in landing will have 
to be provided for. A march back 
may be necessary in the direction of 
food supplies laid down for such a 
possibility, and planes must be held 
ready ‘to search for the party if | 
missing. Radio will play a part in 
keeping up communications. 

During the leader's absence scien- 
tific work on a prearranged plan 
will continue. To the east of Little 
America a large area will be ex- 
plored by plane after the return 
from the Pole, bases being laid 
down by dog-team in advance.

In one case de- 
nominational zeal had founded three 
churches all drawing upon the same 
general territory, with the result that 
all stood still or went backward. 
Comity, however,‘is not a process. 
It isthe spirit in which the: work of 
related denominations is to be carried 
on. It. shows , itself ‘cooperatively 
in such matters as. surveys of new 
suburban ,areas, the. location .and 
purchase of sites, the organization of 
missions and branch churches, the 
relocation and merging of churches, 
the provision for foreign-speaking 
groups. In two or three large cities 
interdenominational holding corpora- 
tions have, been organized to secure 
church property in strategic loca- 
tions against the time of need. The 
“clustering” of churches with a 
common institutional equipment and 
staff for community service, recrea- 
tion and religious instruction is an- 
other form of activity in which com- 
ity has begun to express itself. 
There still persists, in spots, “a 
“clannishness that takes refuge in 
“the conviction of having a better 
“standing with Gop than others 
“enjoy.” But headway is being 
made both in cities and in the “ com- 
munity churches” of towns and vil- 
lages. Comity has come with “ gentle 
manners” but with sound business 
sense into the jostling ecclesiastical 
world and is assuming its part in 
trying to provide adequately and yet 
economically for the spiritual needs 
of the growing and changing cities.

‘Town. Narrows His Perspective, 
To the Editor of The New York Times: att 

With virtually a million young men 
and women/returning to colleges this 
week and next, Dr. B, I. Bell’s ad- 
dress on the present status of the 
American college should find a wide 
and. welcome reading. Although the 
warden..of St. Stephen’s reminds 
rather than informs, his reminding 
is eminently sound;* He is quite right 
when he speaks of the professor who 
“gets funny” and ‘becomes ‘‘queru- 
lous” ‘and ‘filled with “arid disebn- 
tent” because of the way in which 
he is tied down to a narrow and in 
time . deadening .community.. .What 
Dr. Bell fails, apparently, to see is 
the real reas why this unhappy 
frame of mind ¢comes/over ‘the other- 
wise good teacher./He is not only 
tied down to a small circle, he is also 
tied up with ant sgtially and indus- 
trially. 

There is-én easy solution for the 
problem. ‘Let the professor ‘go to the 
college himself precisely as the stu- 
dent does, keeping his interests of an 
industrial, social and even domestic 
nature elsewhere, preferably in a 
city. No college professor should own 
a house within commuting distance 
of the campus. He will then return in 
September with the same zest that 
characterizes the student, who, how- 
ever much he may enjoy himself 
during the various vacations, gets 
just enough of that sort of thing in a 
remarkably short while and_ goes 
back to the institution full of enthu- 
siasm and with the best of intentions. 

But the American system is to 
have the professor buy a house, be- 
come a part of the community, ad- 
dress the Kiwanians on Thursday, 
subscribe liberally to community 
causes, fill this or that pulpit during 
the absence of the regular pastor (he 
couldn’t stand the village an un- 
broken year, either), act as a mentor 
at the swimming pool of the country 
club during the Summer months and 
then enter the lecture room in Sep- 
tember flat, stale and unprofitable. 

Suppose Dr. Bell were appointing a 
new professor. The interview has 
been delightful, there was probably 
a luncheon connected with it; every- 
thing has passed off splendidly, the 
candidate has the job, until he finally 
says something like this: ‘Now, 
Doctor, you know, don’t you, that I 
have no: thought of bringing my 
family here? I am keeping them in, 
say, New York, for many reasons. I 
shall take an active part in com- 
munity interests and devote my en- 
tire time to the college while it is 
in session. At other times I plan to 
be with the family, enjoying all those 
higher cultural advantages that go 


with the city, and renewing my body 
and soul for a vigorous year begin- 
ning in September and closing in 
June.”

HOPES TO ENTER GHAT 





Intends to Study White Berbers, 
One of, the Most Interesting of

‘Plans. for a journey of exploration 
into the three regions of North Africa 
which Europeans thus far have been 
unable’ to penetrate were outlined 
here yesterday by Lieutenant Gosta 
Moberg of the Swedish Army, who is 
in the United States on a mission 
from the Swedish State Museum of 
Natural History to enlist the coopera- 
tion of an American museum in the 
projected exploration. 

Lieutenant Moberg,; who recently 
published in book form his studies 
of the Tuaregs of the Central Sahara. 
made in the course of a two years’ 
expedition, expects to return to North 
Africa this Winter to extend his in- 
vestigations of the customs and thc 
origin of the gtrange white Berbers, 
who provide one of the most interest- 
ing of ethnologicai puzzles. 
Plans to Study Unexplored Regions 

“The three regions which I hope to 
study,” said Lieutenant Mobers. 
“are Southern Tripoli, the Tibesti 
Mountain region to the east of the 
Hoggar massif, home of the Tuaregs, 
and Southern Morocco, south of the 
Grand Atlas Mountains. 

“‘All these regions are unknown to 
the outside world. Southern Tripo'i 
is inhabited.by the Senussi, the. most 
savage tribe of Moslems, who arc 
ruled over by the Sultan Ahmud. It 
contains the forbidden city. of Ghat, 
which we hope to enter.

HISTORIC QUINCY HOUSE 
IN BOSTON IS CLOSED 


Hotel Built in 1809 Housed Many 
Notables—John L. Sullivan 
Was Knocked Oat in Its Bar. 











BOSTON, Sept; 15 (4).—The doors 
of the Quincy House, famous Boston 
hostelry, were closed today upon 120 
years of mellow history. Only the 
auctioneer’s hammer will now dis- 
turb memories of Porfirio Diaz, John 
L. Sullivan, Jim the Penman and 
scores of others who frequented it. 

Built in a day when money was 
so scarce that the lease stipulated 
the rent should be paid in pounds of 
pig iron, grains of gold or bushels of 
corn, the Quincy House has seen 
most of the great and the notorious 
pass through its doors. 

Porfirio Diaz, Dictator-President of 
Mexico for twenty-five years, occu- 
pied the royal suite on each of his 
three or four visits to Boston, while 
Jim the Penman, who was ‘‘Lord” 
Ashburton, international crook and 
forger, once took a room while plying 
his trade here. 

John L. Sullivan used to frequent 
the Quincy House bar, and its bar- 
tender at one time, William Hogarty, 
was the only man who ever knocked 
the great John L. clean uncon- 
scious, it is said. Sullivan, a little 
the worse for liquor, insulted Ho- 
garty, who lost his tempér and 
clipped Sullivan a blow on the head 
with a bottle which sent him flat. 
He and John L. were better friends 
thereafter. 

John F. Fitzgerald, Boston’s for- 
mer Mayor, of ‘Sweet Adeline’ fame, 
sang his favorite song at many a 
political rally in the halls and feted 
Sir Thomas Lipton there. 

Samuel Gompers and John Philip 
Sousa frequented thé, Quincy House 
for years. As a little boy, George M- 
Cohan stopped there with his father 
and mother while on tour. 

But now its furniture.is antique 
and the building out-moded, so his- 
tory, which has so long been made 
there, began today to pass it by.

Wynne to Alter Sanitary Code to 
Deal With “Radio Rowdies.” 


About fifty :persons resting in the 
five boroughs have petitioned Health 
Commissioner Wynne to have incor, 
porated in the city’s: sanitary cod« 
a provision for the prosecution of 
those who keep their radio loud. 
speakers going late at night. The 
petitioners assert that their nerves 
have been shattered and their health 
impaired because of the. insistent 
sounds of neighbors’ radio loud< 
speakers. 

The resolution which the Board of 
Health is asked to adopt. and-incor« 
porate in. the. sanitary. code. reads 
as. follows: 

‘‘Noise from radio loud-speakers or 


| any mechanical device, machine, ap« 


paratus or instrument for the re« 
production, the intensification or the 
amplification of the human voice or 
other sound.—No person owning, oc- 
cupying.or haying charge. of any 
building or premises shall keep or al- 
low thereon or therein any radio 
loud-speaker * * * which shall dis< 
turb the quiet or repose of any. per- 


son therein or in the vicinity, to the 
detriment of the life or health of 
such person.”’ 

According to the petition, many 
nervous break-downs haye. been 
caused by tne radio during the last 
few years. The continuation of the 
loud-speaker nuisance in this city, 
the petition continues, where there 
are a large number of ‘‘radio rowd- 

es it imperative for the 
Board of Health to enact and en- 
force legislation which will deal with 
this nuisance specificall ly. 

Those signing the petition are de- 
scribed as individuals ‘‘who are not 
only annoyed and disturbed by the 
loud-speaker but who are kept in 
continuous turmoil and excitement 
and whose health is undermined”’ be- 
cause of the nuisance they seek to 
eliminate. 

According to Robert Grimshaw, at< 
torney for the petitioners, the co- 
operation of Commissioner Whalen 
and Chief Magistrate McAdoo will be 
sought to insure — arrest and 
prosecution of offenders.

Dr. A. S. W. Rosenbach, rare book 
collector and dealer here and. in 
Philadelphia, has purchased -from 
Thomas L. Elder a collection of 126 
medals commemorative of Benjamin | 
Franklin and various events in his 
life; it was announced yesterday. 

According to Mr. Elder, it is the 
largest and finest collection of 

. Franklin medals ever brought to- 
gether. Mr. Elder spent more than 
twenty years assembjing the collec- 


tion and for several of the rarer 

ieces, which -were.struck during 

ranklin’s life, a hunt of several 
years. was necessary. 

One of the rarer medals was made 
by the engraver Mossop in_ Eng- 
land about the time that Oxford 
University conferred the degree of 
LL. D. upon Franklin in honor of

Williams, director of the New York 
Academy of Medicine, in an analysis 
of the work the academy hopes to 
accomplish through its fortnight 92f 
study and oe to be held from 
Oct. 7 to 19. 

Then" sessions, open to all physi- 
cians, medical students and social) 
workers, without charge, will be de- 
voted to lectures and clinical demon- 
strations which come under the sub- 
ject, “Functional and Nervous 
Problems in Medicine and Surgery.” 

As previously announced, many of 
the foremost physicians and neurolo- 
gists will contribute to the meetings, 
lecturing on their specialties, with 
particular emphasis on the mental 
aspect of the treatment of disease.

Complain of Uncertainty Due 
‘To Foreign Credits of France

BERLIN, Sept. 13.—Commenting 
on the present uncertainty of the 
various ‘foreign exchange and’ 
money markets, Berlin bankers 
now insist that huge French for-

- OF COTTON DOUBTED 


'Southern Traders Expect Rain 


to Have Some Beneficial 
| Effects on Crop. 


| 





EARLY GINNINGS ARE HEAVY 


| Exports Increasing and Likely Soon 


| to Pass Shipments of Last 


| Season to Same Dates. 


Special to The New York Times. 

NEW ORLEANS, La., Sept. 15.— 
The main feature in last week's cot- 
ton market was the government’s 
forecast of the cotton yield this sea- 
son, based on conditions prevailing 
on Sept. 1. The Agricultural Depart- 
ment’s revised estimate of 14,825,000 
bales was a radical decrease from 
the forecast of 15,543,000 bales of just 
a month previous, but the breaking 
of the drought has given the doubt- 
ing Thomases some excuse for be- 
lieving that the second estimate of 
the government will fall short of the 
actual crop outcome. 

This problem hinges on the amount 
of benefit to the crop which the 
breaking of the drought will be. 
Many assert that Texas will not 
benefit by the rains to any appre- 
ciable extent as the crop is virtually 
made in that State. However, it is 
held by many that the crops of Okla- 
homa and portions of Arkansas will 
benefit as there is considerable late 
cotton in both these States. 

The breaking of the drought in the 
West was general, and it seems in- 
credible that the crop should not be 
in some measure benefited. Whether 
frost: will come early or late, it is 
impossible to foresee, but it is not 
now evident that the date of the first 
killing frost has become a matter of 
paramount importance. 


Larger Yield Expected. 


| Despite the government’s low es- 
timate, there are many traders here 
who persist in entertaining bearish 
views in the belief that the crop will 
ultimately be considerably larger 
than the government’s_ cstimate. | 
These point to the large ginning total | 
issued by the Census Bureau. Gin- 
nings were larger than expected in 
practically all the States, with the 
exception of Texas. Large early gin- 
nings are no guide to the size of the | 
crop. Thus year before last the gin- 
nings to Sept. 1 were practically as 
large as they were this year, yet 
the crop was a comparatively small 
one. .. It is.more than probable- that

the large ginnings this year have 
been due to the early maturity of | 
the crop in the southern half of the) 
portion of. the belt east of the Missis- | 
sippi River. Cotton from that sec: | 
tion is coming to market freely and_ 
roducers show no signs of holding | 
ack, being evidently satisfied with | 
the prevailing prices. | 

Spot sales in Southern markets | 
have been quite heavy during the| 
last two weeks. The demand calls, 
for one-inch staple or better. The, 
lower grades are not in much de- 
mand and %-inch cotton is being 
offered on a tenderable basis, which 
has been.one of the influences felt 
in the contract market. 

With large transactions in the in- 
terior and the heavy movement of 
|cotton to market, there has been a 
marked increase in hedge selling and 
this has been one of the factors in | 
holding prices: down, although a good 
part of the hedges had been ab- 
sorbed by trade buying. 


Improvement in Exports. 


Exports have shown an improve- 
ment and-have exceeded the clear- 
ances of last year for the.second 
consecutive week. Shipments to-for- 
eign countries, which for the first 
weeks of the season lagged behind 
last season, are now rapidly catch- 
ing up and will in all probability 
forge ahead of last season’s ship- 
ments abroad at.an.early date.

CHICAGO, Sept. 14.—Prospects for 
business in the Middle West and in 
all sections of the West and North- 
west are considered. good. While 


crops are smaller than in recent 
years, prices are better and farmers 
are said to be obtaining more from 
the short crop than they did from 
a large one. 

There has been a seasonal reduc- 
tion in steel buying, with operating 
capacity of mills in the Chicago dis- 
trict off 10 per cent from the recent 
record level. In some lines of semi- 
finished steel there is ng reduction, 
the main loss being in structural 
buying. 

The trade regards the buying by 
automobile and implement makers as 
only temporarily curtailed. The rail- 
roads give evidence of coming into 
the market soon and are expected 
to require more than 3,000,000. tons 
of rails for the coming year, while 
purchases so far this year are said 
to be for 2,900,000 tons. 

In the face of reduced buying the 
steel industry is in excellent shape. 
A few fair-sized orders for freight 
cars have been placed, with orders 
for the first eight months this year 
more than double the same period 
in. 1928. Pig iron production is re- 
duced by two furnaces stopping oper- 
ations. 

Reports of chain store sales and 
profits show a substantial growth.

Gpace to Be Provided for Vessels 
‘Which Wih Be Added to Cuban 
and Porto Rican Services, 


Plans for extension ang alteration 
of the Ward Line’s terminal on the 
East River at the foot of Wall Street 
were announced yesterday by Frank- 
lin D. Mooney, president of the At- 
lantic,. Gulf & West Indies Steam- 
ship Company of 25 Broadway, of 
which the Ward Line is a subsidiary. 
A contract for the work has been 
given to John C, Guise, Inc., of 50 
Church Street, and the work will be 
started immediately. It is believed | % 
it will be completed about Jan. 1. 

The program includes the construc- 
tion of a two-story building in South 
Street between Piers 13-14, East 
River, fifty feet wide, from the mar- 
ginal bulkhead line. This building 
will correspond to the present shore- 
front property in that neighborhood. 
The plan inciudes also the extension 
of Pier 13 from its present 552 feet 
to 606 feet and that of Pier 14 from 
546 feet to 606 feet. 

The street level of the new building 
will be used for trucks and the sec- 
ond floor will be devoted to offices 
of the Ward Line. The piers will be 
lengthened, Mr. Mooney explained, 
to provide ample berthing space for 
two liners which the Ward Line is 
building for. its New. York-Havana 
servide. The new ships will be 508 
feet long and capable of a speed of 
twenty knots. They will be ready for 


_ use in the Winter of 1930-31. 


The. Ward Line will spend $10,000,- 
for these two ships, which will 
be built by the Newport News Ship- 
buildin mpany, and will invest 
an additional $2,500,000 through the 
Bethlehem Shipbuilding Company in 
a-new passenger vessel for its Porto 
Rico service. The contract for this 
steamship was awarded. last week. 
The Atlantic, Gulf..é@ West Indies 
group, of which the Ward Line is an 
important part, has been oné of the 
most active American shipping con- | 
cerns in recent months.
